On orders involving wholesale items in whole or in 
part please add 50c for postage and packing. Exception:

mailing fee, and we will ship Express Collect. Further, if 
you require dispatching prior to March 15 it will be safer 
for you to elect shipment by express regardless of bulk.

Please do not split quotations listed. That is, where 
bulbs are priced at 2, 3 or 5 for 25c do not order one 
bulb for a fraction of that amount. 


Bulbs are offered in three sizes—L (large); M (med- 
jum), and S ¢small). Large are from 144” in diameter and 
up; medium are from 14” down to %”; and small are 
from %” down. Medium bulbs usually produce spikes as 
good as those from large bulbs, but only one per bulb, 
whereas large bulbs of many varieties may give 2 or 
even 3 spikes each. Small bulbs of most varieties often 
bloom, but spikes will be of lesser stature. 


Do not order small bulbs or bulblets after April 20 
as we usually have begun planting them by that time. 
Medium and large bulbs are available for a month 
longer, as a rule. 


We guarantee our stock to be true to name, and it will 
come to you treated with Spergon dust — your protecz 
tion against thrips and diseases — all ready to plant. 


If you are not satisfied with your bulbs voice your 
complaint at once, and we will correct whatever may be 
wrong. Once you have planted them, however, we can- 
not be responsible for the outcome. 


Our stock has undergone both field and storage in: 
spections, and will come to you under an inspection cer: 
tificate of the Illinois Department of Agriculture. 


Orders are accepted subject to prior sale. We will not 
substitute one variety for another unless you indicate 
this is satisfactory to you.

In order to assist our customers, particularly those 
who are not yet familiar with the smaller glads, in 
choosing reliable varieties in the various color categor- 
jes, we present here the 1957 version of the North 
American Gladiolus Council’s Symposium. This sym- 
posium was compiled by a committee which sent ques- 
tionnaires to both amateur and commercial growers of 
little giads throughout the United States and Canada. 
and from their votes was compiled a first, second and 
third place variety in each color class and in two cate- 


gories, that is, for exhibition and for arrangement.

Symposium collaborators also voted on varieties they 
eonsidered “Ten Best”, regardless of color, whether old 
or recent, or for exhibition or arrangement. Those nom- 
inated in ’57 in order of greatest number of votes re- 
ceived were Statuette, Zig Zag*, Atom, Fifth Avenue, 
Aria, Bambi*, Nadia and Polar Cub (tied for 7th place), 
Old South, Pint Size, and Gracie Y and Osage (tied for 
10th pace). 

* After only four years in commerce we are exceeding~ 
ly proud to find our own introductions, Zig Zag and 
Bambi, in second and sixth places respectively in this 
elite company. 

You will find most of the varieties of the general 
symposium as well as the “Ten Best” in the pages that 
follow. We commend them to you as weli as the many 
other fine varieties listed, many of which may yet at- 
cain symposium status in the future. 
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CLASSIFICATION AND BLOOMING DATES 


Names and numbers following glad variety name 
have the following significance. Name in parentheses is 
that of the originator. This is followed by year of 
introduction. Next comes color and size classification 
number and finally an initial indicating blooming habit 
for large size bulbs, as E for Early (70-80 days), M for 
Midseason (80-90 days) and L for Late (over 90 days). 
Medium size bulbs will take a little longer to bloom 
than large, and small still longer. 


The classification number following originator’s name 
is a 3 digit number indicating the size of the floret and 
its color. The first of the three numbers tells the size— 
whether miniature or small—and the last two numbers 
indicate the color. This combined size-color classifica- 
tion nttmber is derived as follows:

Taking our Bambi for example, its 204 classification 
number detiotes that the 2 indicates Bambi aS a small 
size variety while the 04 shows that it falls in the Green 
Color Class. 


An odd nutriber as the last digit of a class number de- 
notes a cofispicuous marking. Thus. in our Zig Zag— 
class 251—we see that this is also a small type with a 
light red floret having a conspicuous throat mark.
